comparing said tags with a list of one or more classifications 
associated with said plurality of television stations: 
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wherein if there are differences between said list of one or more classifications 
associated with said plurality of television stations and said tags then the method 
further comprises the steps of: 

updating said list of one or more classifications in a database 
associated with said plurality of television stations to become a new base set stored in 
said database: and 

displaying one or more folders associated with one or more 
classifications for said plurality of television stations on said display according to said 
new base set after said new base set has been processed . 

Claim 6 (currently amended) A m e thod for id e ntifying television stations of inter e st 
in a user friendly environm e nt comprising the steps of: 

r e c e iving broadcast signals for a plurality of t e l e vision stations; 

displaying one or more fold e rs associat e d with on e or more classifications for 

said pluralit}^ of television stations on a display, wh e r e in each of said one or mor e 
folders comprises one or more indications associated with one or more tel e vision 
stations; and 

d e termining wh e th e r said broadcast signals includ e tags for associating each 
of said plurality of t e l e vision stations with on e or mor e classifications: The method as 
recited in claim 5. wherein said one or more folders associated with said one or more 
classifications for said plurality of television stations on said display are displayed 
according to a base set if said broadcast signals do not include said tags. 

Claim 7 (currentiy amended) A method for identifying television stations of intoroat 
in a us e r fri e ndly environment comprising the st e ps of: 

receiving broadcast signals for a plurality of t e levision stations; 

displaying one or more folders associat e d with on e or mor e classifications for 
said plurality of tel e vision stations on a display, wh e r e in e ach of said one or more 
fold e rs comprises one or more indications associated with on e or mor e television 
stations: The method as recited in claim 5 fiirther comprising the steps of: 

receiving input to add or delete a particular folder; and 

adding or deleting said particular folder. 
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Claim 8 (currently amended) A m e thod for identifying t e l e vision stations of inter e st 
in a us e r friendly environm e nt comprising th e st e ps of: 

receiving broadcast signals for a pluralit>^ of tel e vision stations; 

displaying one or more fold e rs associat e d with on e or more classifications for 
said plurality of t e l e vision stations on a display, wh e r e in each of said on e or more 
fold e rs compris e s one or more indications associat e d with on e or mor e t e l e vision 
stations; The method as recited in claim 5 further comprising the steps of: 

receiving input to add or delete an indication associated with a particular 
television station associated with a particular folder; and 

adding or deleting said indication associated with said particular television 
station associated with said particular folder.
